Figure  Subjects 
over  Private  Boxes  by  Mr.  W.  Hareokd.  The  entire  Gas  wort  has 
been  executed  by  Strode  &  Co.,  of  Osnaburgh  Street  The  Stalls 
are  fitted  with  the  Architect’s  Registered  Lifting-seats,  manufactured 
by  Wadman  Bros.,  Bath.  The  Stage  and  Machinery  constructed  by 
Mr.  Wales,  of  the  Haymarket  Theatre. 


Tram  Cars  pass  the  Angel  about  every  Six  Minutes, 
most  of  them  until  after  Midnight. 

Red — Aldersgate  Street  to  Archway  Tavern,  2d. 

Green — Aldersgate  Street  to  Dalston  Junction,  2d. 

Blue — Moorgate  Street  to  Archway  Tavern,  2d. 

Yellow — Moorgate  Street  to  Finsbury  Park. 


Omnibuses  pass  the  Angel  continuously  up  to  Mid¬ 
night  marked  as  follows:— 

Green — (Favorite)  Victoria  to  Holloway. 

Brown — (Islington)  Barnsbury  and  Kennington. 

Blue — (Islington  and  Brompton)  Angel  and  Brompton. 

Red — (Favorite)  Post  Office  to  Holloway. 

Green  (Paddington,  Via  New  Road)  Royal  Oak  to  London  Bridge. 
Green — Hackney  and  Dalston  to  Oxford  Street. 

The  Angel  is  250  yards  distant  from  the  Theatre. 


The  last  train  from  King’s  Cross  for  Holloway,  Finsbury  Park, 
Hornsey,  Wood  Green,  Mew  Southgate,  and  Colney  Hatch,  Oakleigh 
Park,  Barnet,  Potter’s  Bar,  and  Hatfield,  12.5  midnight. 

On  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  last  train  from  King’s  Cross  to 
Palmer’s  Green  and  Southgate,  Winchmore  Hill  and  Enfield,  12.5 
midnight. 

Trains  every  fewr  minutes  from  King’s  Cross  Station,  Metropolitan 
Railway,  to  Gower  Street  and  all  Stations  West  thereof,  until  12.23 
midnight,  except  on  Saturdays,  when  the  last  train  leaves  at  12.10.
